Secretary’s  Letter 


Help  us  in  the  work  of  boosting  for  South  Dakota,  first,  last,  and  all  the  time,  by 
joining  the  South  Dakota  State  Horticultural  Society.  Our  mission,  intrusted  to  us  by 
the  State,  is  to  gather  and  disseminate  the  best  knowledge  and  experience  concerning 
Fruits,  Trees,  Shrubs  and  Flowers.  The  expert  experience  of  prairie  planters  should  be 
widely  known.  The  Legislature  has  made  this  Society  the  Department  of  Horticulture 
for  South  Dakota  and  has  fixed  the  price  of  annual  membership  at  $1.00.  Each  annual 
membership  entitles  the  member  to  one  copy  of  the  annual  report.  The  reports  are 
published  by  the  state,  but  aside  from  the  State  Official  List,  the  report  is  sent  only  to 
members.  This  provides  a fund  to  help  pay  the  running  expenses  cf  the  Society.  New 
members  receive  at  once  the  current  volume  in  print  at  the  time  when  the  membership 
is  received.  Receipt  for  membrship  will  be  sent  direct  to  each  member.  In  addition, 
the  name  will  be  published  in  the  list  of  members  in  the  next  annual  report.  Every 
school  house  library  should  have  several  copies  of  the  annual  report.  Everyone  inter- 
ested in  gardening  should  have  a set  of  the  reports.  Become  a Life  Member  by  paying 
Ten  Dollars  and  get  all  back  reports  as  far  as  available.  These  annual  volumes  con- 
stitute an  exceedingly  valuable  library  on  prairie  horticulture;  they  will  soon  be  out  of 
print  and  then  cannot  be  had  at  any  price.  Get  a set  before  they  are  all  gone. 

FREE  PREMIUMS  IN  PLANTS,  SEEDS  AND  BOOKS 

Each  year  the  Society  offers  to  members,  many  novelties  in  fruits,  shrubs,  seeds 
and  special  books  on  fruits  and  vegetables. 

These  plant  lists  are  sent  out  early  in  the  winter  and  vary  from  year  to  year.  They 
feature  chiefly  the  new  varieties  which  I have  originated  here  at  the  South  Dakota 
State  College  or  brought  back  from  my  five  trips  of  agricultural  and  horticultural  ex- 
ploration to  Russia  and  Northern  Asia.
